Accorcinfj  to  the  Dominion  Census  of  1911,  there 
were  in  Ontario  7,706,267  apple  trees,  with  a  total  produi 
tiou  of  6,306,462  bushels  of  fruit.  These  figures  are  low, 
as  the  year  1910  was  one  of  comparative  failure  of  tlic 
apple  fruit.  The  province  produces  60%  of  the  total  crop 
of  apples  in  Canada.  The  bulk  of  the  crop  is  sold  within 
the  Province.  During  the  past  10  years  Ontario  has  ex- 
ported more  apples  to  Great  Britain  than  any  oth.r 
province  or  state  on  the  continent.  The  Western  Pro.'- 
inces  take  annually  about  1,000,000  bushels.  This  m-M- 
ket  is  growing.  The  principal  commercial  apples  in 
order  of  ripening  are:  Duchrss,  Wealthy,  Snow,  Ribstcri 
pippin.

Refined  arsenic  is  produced  at  the  worlcs  of 
the  Deloro  Mining  and  Reduction  Co.,  Deloro,  and  the 
Coniagas  Reduction  Co.,  Thorold,  from  the  silver-cobalt 
ores  of  the  Cobalt  district.  Arsenical  ore  is  also  found  in 
the  County  of  Hastings  and  the  Temagami  district. 

CEMENT.  The  demand  for  Portland  Cement  is  rapidly 
increasing.
